free of Government regulation and 
never buy the Government Gazette;

kong General Chamber of Commerce.

is excellent and there need be no 
concern in that respect,” said Mr 
M. J. Abbott, Crown Counsel, who 
has returned to the Colony after 
spending most of his leave’ in 
London, [n an interview with an 
S.C. M, Post reporter yesterday. . 

During his'stay in London, Mr 
Abbott became on announcer at the 
BB.C., and although at first he in- 
tended to stay only two months, he 
ultimately spent nine months doing 
what-he describes us an “absorbingly 
interesting job.” During those nine 
months, Broudcasting House was 
bombed twice, and judging from the 
number of ‘bombs which fell nearby, 
it was a falrly popular target.. - 

‘Mr Abbott was in London at the 
helght of the September blitz, and he 
said that while the ralds were dis- 
tinctly unpleasant, one got used to 
‘them gradually, Ralders were ex- 
pected every night and when they 
did not come’ over, the people were 
almost disappointed, especially when 
they hod taken the trouble to get 
scttled for the night in their shelters, 

While a certain amount of damage 
had been done, Mr Abbott added, it 
would take years and yenrs tu wipe 
out London. The fires In the city 
were a serious matter, but the thing 
that struck him most was’ that the 
damage wis not very noticeable if 
one travelled along na main street in 
a bus; one had to go to the = side 
strects to find it. 


No Stgn of Despondency 


Referring to the mornle of the 
people, Mr Abbott remarked that 
there was no slyn of despondency at 
all, “I have seen all sorts of people 
and they are ns cheerful as they can’ 
possibly be in the circumstances,” he 
added, “Examples of courage’ can 
be counted by thousands and there 
{gs no Ifkelihood of peopic anywhere 
in Britain getting despondent. The 
reaction of the British pubile to the 
Lufiwaffe’e indiscriminate bombing 
is furlous anger with a nation and 
people who can order and carry out 
stich operations.” 

Life in England, Mr' Abbott, said, 
was not always ensy. ‘It was some- 
times' difficult to get supplics. of 
articles one particularly wanted and 
one had to-mnake do with something 
clse or go without. “There are 
plenty of hardships but they are 
undergone cheerfully, beenuse: the 
people know that undergoing’ them Is 
necessary if the war is to. be won. 
I would not have missed all that I 
experienced during my leave in 
England‘ for anything In the world," 
he sald. + - ae k

Most members of.the govern- 
mont are still staking their 
futures on that bet, although 
they are less. confident now 
of the outcome. One of them 
explained it this way: 


“There are more than 80,-" 


000,000 Germans with a vast 
industrial machine. It is only 


reasonable that they should ° 


be a dominant power on the 
continent. We lost the war. 
We are primarily an agricul- 
tural country, and we can fit 
into a new European order in 
which we maintain the rights 
and sovereignty of France 
just as any one of your states 
in America maintains - its 
position.

ROUND THE WORLD TRIP’ 


Built ato cost of about $40,000, 
the 55-ton luxury brigantine Nuestra 
Senora de la Paz (Our Lady of 
Peace), wns’ launched by Miss Vir- 
dinta T. Ildefonso in traditional 
manner with -a bottle of champagne 
at the Wing On Shing = shipyard, 
Shamshulpo, in the presence of the’ 
brigantine’s captain, Lieut.-Coloncl 
Juan L. Calvo, and many friends, 
yesterday, ie . 

The craft ‘was originally built for 
Sr A, Camelo, Mexican Consul In 
Manila, but after construction had 
been started, Sr Camelo decided that 
it was too big for him, ond sold it 
to Lieut.-Col. Calvo and ° Liecut« 
Colonel A, Arnaiz, Lieut.-Col. Calvo 
will be taking. the vessel to Manila 
shortly, where he will be joined by 
Lieut.-Col. Arnalz, and other com+ 
vantons for a trip around the world, 

The brigantine is sald to be the 
only one of its kind in. the Far East, 
and the largest to be built in Hong- 
kong. Her dimensions ore: Length 
over-nll, 66 ft 10 ins; beam 15ft; and 
draught 6 {t 3 Ins. She has ao Si-ft 
mainmast and o 53-f¢ foremast above 
deck, and will carry 16,745 square 
feet of sail, She is also equipped 
with n 1941 model 55 horse-power 
Gray Marine-Diesel engine, and has 
storage capacity for 400 gallons of 
fue} and 300 gallons of fresh water, 
making it possible for her to’ travel 
at Icast 1,000 miles without stopping 
for fucl or water, 

Designed by Mr: Murray G. Peter- 
son, Navai Architect, of Marbichead, 
America, the brigantine is a sister 
ship to the Don Quixite del Mar, 
which was built in-America in 1997, 
A slight change in the rigging fs the 
only difference , between the .two 


vessels. 
Commodious Interior 


The vessel appears to be rather 
small from outward appearances, 
but the Interior is most commodious 
and well planned. The Chinese and 
Filipino crew have bunks built for- 
ward, with the main cabin for the 
eaptain amidships, adjoining which is 
the saloon and dining room. In the 
centre of the vessel is the kitchen on 
one side, and a chart room on the

The government of Mar- 
shal Petnin, under the in-

futures on that bet, although 
they are less confident now 
of the outcome.

“There are more than 80,-

reasonable that they should 
be a.dominant power on the 
continent. We lost the war. 
We are primarily an agricul- 
tural country, and-we can fit 
into a new European order in 
which we maintain the rights ‘ 
and sovereignty. of France’ 
just as any one of: your states 
in America maintains its 
position. And, just as no na- 
tive of any one of those 
states can become leaders 
again in Europe.” :

Darian’s lack of political 
experience has brought Pe- 
tain’s position, more strongly - 
into the foreground. ‘The old 
Marshal, regardless of his 
personal’ political views, re- 
presents the French desire to 
survive as a.nation, He has 
convinced the people that he 
is above political intrigue or’ 
personal ambition. His one 
dealre is to go down in history 
asa national savour, He is.

Against the German power, 
there are a. few safeguards. 
One is the Nazi-dictated 
armistice that left the fleet in 
French hands . to protect 
French colonies. As long as 
Petain can threaten to flee to 
North Africa and turn the 
fleet, air force and colonial 
army over to co-operation 
with the British, the Germans 
must carefully weigh the cost 

-of breaking the 1 
terms by invading .the unoc-:

The sccond and, possibly 
the most important, safe-

7 Cheung On Street, Kowloon City district, between 5. a.m. 


and 6 a.m, on April il.- 

Mr M. J. Abbott, Crown Coun- 
sel, prosecuted with the assis- 
tance of Chief Detective Inspec- 
tor A, E, Carey. 

Members of the Jury were Mesars 
Emile Fouljard (Foreman), Yuen 
Kwok-ching, Ho  Kai-sucy, Lulz 
Marin Xavier, George Kelly, Li 
Kwan and Au Key-wal. 

Before the Prosecution’s case wus 
opened, His Lordship congratulated 
Mr Abbott on his being called tothe 
Bar, 

Outlining the case, Mr Abbott sald 
that a somewhat unusual feature o. 
the case was that the dead man was 
unknown, He would gay that. this 
did not invalidate the charge. 

The incident tool place carly on 
the morning of April.

Violent Assault 

Continuing, Mr Abbott said that 
the next thing that tools place in the 
backyard was a violent assault on 
the Deceased. There was a call of 
“save life" in a man’s yvotce and 
eyewitnesses would say, that either 
during the assault or afterwards they 
saw both first and second Accused 
iit Decensed. It’ was Iknown_ that 
some time between 6 a.m, and 7 a.m. 
the Deceased was-tled up to.a drain= 
pipe by his hand and !t was knuwn 
that a crowd of tea-house fokis were 
bealing bim up and It was known 
also that at 7 a.m. the man was dead. 

Kong Ping, a customer, looked out 
of a window and he saw a crowd of 
ten-house fokis beating up the De- 
censed, He saw the second Accused 
amongst that crowd. This’ witness 
went from the tea-house Into the 
kitchen and looking into the yard he 
saw the Deceased lying on the ground 
upparently unconscious, He was told 
to’ go nway but he stood his ground 
and he ww ‘two persons carrying the 
Deceased out to a scavenging lane. 
Pretending To Be Dead 

Chan Wong, another man, also 
witnessed this operation. Chan nsk- 
ed what the matter was und was told 
that the man was just pretending to 
be dead. Deceased was carried out 
and left propped up against a wall. 
Chan. was absolutely. certain that the 


-{two men who carried out the body 


were the two Accused. said Mr 
Abbott. Chan reported to the Police 
what he had seen and Police Con- 
stable Chol Yee found the body. 
Sergeant Dowman olso saw the body. 


Mr Abbott said that Dr H. H. Tai’ 


vomducted the post mortem examina- 
tion and he fourd that cause of death 
was rupture of the spleen and that

Rupture of Spleen 


Mr Abbott. sald that even thougn 
these blows could not have ruptured

man, it did not nfatter whether they 
actually struck the vital blow or not. 
If they were parties to the assnult 
they were just as‘ guilty. 

“The Inw provides a proper legal 
remedy for restaurant keepers to deal 
With those who cannot pay for their 
meal. 
here that ‘they took the law Into thelr 
own hands and did perpetrate a 
violent assault on this man,’ con- 
cluded Mr Abbott. 

Dr Tat sald, in evidence, that death 


Was caused by rupture of the spleen 


and haemorrhage. 

In the course of the Prosecution’s 
evidence, Kon Ping, a gardener 
said that he saw the second Accused 
strike the Deceased a blow on the 
left side of the body under the ribs, 

Leniency Rider 

At the end of the Prosecution’s 
case. both Accused stated they had 
nothing to say and added that they 
had already made their statements. 

.The Jury, after a short retirement, 
found both Accused guilty and re- 
turned the following rider: 

“By n unanimous verdict the Jury 
find the two Accused puilty but in 
view of the fact that .they were 
acting ufder instructions pf the mis- 
tress of the tea-house ahd in con- 
ceried action and on view of the 
weals condition of the Deceased, we 
wish to recommend clemency on the 
part of the Court and more especially 
in regard to. the first Accused.” 

After stating what has been quot~ 
ed in the first paragraph of this case, 
His Lordship continued: “It = may 
surprise you to know.that if a person 
does not pay his bill in a tea-house, 
you are not entitled to assault him, 
tied him up or to fake any action 
1 against his person. I 
don't suppose for a moment that you 
meant to kill this poor man but you 
did mean to beat him and ticd him 
up and as a result of what you did 
he met his death,” 

His Lordship referred {o the Jury's 
recommendation nnd sald that he 
would give it effect. _

Mr Waterton askect His Worship 
to take a serious view of the matter 
as this kind of offence had been oc- 
curring: very frequently lately. 

: Plea of Guilty 

Mr Sin pleaded guilty on behalf of 
Defendants gut said that the maxi- 
mum penalty should not be imposed 
on Defendants since they had .not 
done anything ‘with the wireless 
transmitters that might endanger the 
safety of Hongkong, the Government 
or the Republic of China. Defen- 
dants probably belonged to some or- 
Ranisation but the fact that they, 
were very frank about the aiqair 
showed that they did not know ‘the 
seriousness of the offence. 

The two separnte charges of pos- 
session and maintaining were of the 
same nature and should be consider 
ed as o single count. ; 

Accidental Act 

The charge ogainst third Defendant 
was really a technical one since he 
was not ‘at all connected with the 
business of first two Defendants. .He 
was the brother of second Defendant, 
and it happened that on that day he 
visited hls -brother and accidentally 
put a ‘private codé book in his 
pocket. 

His Worship agreed with Mr Sin 
that the two separate charges. of 
possession ond maintaining were of 
the same nature, and allowed with- 
drawal of the charge of maintaining. 
He considered this kind of offence as 
Very serious and Defendants were 
fortunate not fo be sent to prison, 

On the charge of possessfon the 
confiscation of the wireless transmit- 
ters was ordered. First and second 
Defendants were cach fined $1,000 
or three months’ hard labour on the 
charge of working the wireless trans~ 
mitters und $1,000 or three months 
on the count of possession of private

Bencath 
the bed was arolling-machine which 
could be used for stamping the 
tubes. The ofMfcers further dis- 
covered a press and a dish contaln- 
Ing lead and lead tubes, 

The machine was ‘later found to be 
able to produce n gocd Imitation of 
tubes used by the Hongkong Gov- 
ernment for selling prepared opium. 


Made In Singapore 


Mr NH. A. Taylor, Government 
Monopoly Analyst, said that the 


opium and tubes sold by the Gov-- 


ernment were made and packed in 
Singapore, and were of. two sizes. 
Those found in Temple Street were 
the smaller size. F 

Questioned by his Lordship, Mr. 
Tuylor said that there was a great 
demand for oplum and .the tubes 
fcund by the Revenue OMicers could 
be sold cheap.
